Section two of an act entitled “ An Act
to authorize the printing of the report of the joint
committee appointed to investigate into alleged frands
in the disposal of the land grants, and for other pur-
poses,” approved May 1st, 1858, is hereby amended by
adding to the end of said section two, the following
words: “And there is hereby, appropriated out of any
meoney in the State Treasury not qfherwise appro-
priated, a sum of money sufficient, to pay said war-
rant.”’
